The Secretary of 
Agriculture seems to recognize the superior 
ability of the people of Chicago to stand all 
Kinds of storms.

Fundamental Truths on Money.

I know of no life so full of good examples as 
the life of Lincoln. It has always seemed 
to me an interesting and mysterious coin- 
cidence that the same day, Feb. 12, that 
gave birth to the first fugitive slave law, in 
1793, should, sixteen years later, have given 
birth to the man who was to strike all mean- 
ing from that law by striking the shackles 
from 3,000,000 slaves. And I like to remem- 
ber, also, that it was on his birthday, in 
1861, om that memorable progress from 
Springfield to Washington, that Lincoln 
spoke to the people in Indiana those words 
that were so full of prophetic wisdom then. 
and are so full of deep significance today,’ 
‘If you remain right, and true, and honest. 
yau cannot be betrayed. My power is tem- 
porary and fleeting; yours 1s as eternal as 
the principle of liberty.’ Cultivate and pro- 
tect that sentiment and your ambitious 
leaders will be reduced to the position of 
servants instead of masters. | 

‘*T never turn to the contemplation of the 
sublime grandeur of Lincoln's character 
without recalling his tribute to the fame of 
Washington. ‘In solemn awe pronounce 
the name, and tn its naked, deathlegs splen- 
dor leave it shining on.’ The name of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln, like twin stars, will 
glow with ever increasing splendor in our 
national firmament, so long as our people 
respect courage and love virtue. 7.

Chicago Better than New York, 

« The warmth and cordiality of your greet~ 
ing this evening remind me of a conundrum 
that was recently propounded to me by a 
Representative from the City of New York 
— Why is it better to be a Congressman 
from. Chicago than a Congressman from 
New York? The propounder of this conun- 
drum, as is the wont of those who indulge 
{n this sort of pleasantry, evidently ex- 
pected me to give it up, and it is the only 
conundrum that I was ever asked that I 
did not give up;-but it seemed to me that 
somehow the credit or good name of Chicago 
was involved. And I imagined, too, that 
perhaps when I did give it up he would say 
that the answer was that Chicago was the 
mhore desirable place to escape from. 8c 
for the first time in my life I ventured on 
an answer to a conundrum, and gave as 
my answer that it is better to be @ Con- 
gressman from Chicago than from New York 
because when you get through you go back 
to Chicago. My experience during the last 
few days has convinced me that my answer 
was correct. 

* Bome people often indulge in interesting 
psychological apeculations as to how they 
would be looked ‘upon by the world in differ- 
ent positions which they are not at all like- 
ly to occupy.

“I suggest the establishment of a mon- 
etary system based upon the unrestricted 
coinage of gold and silver by weight accord-

be adjusted to such a system more readily 


than our forefathers adjusted their out- 


contracts under our present sy.- 
tem when it was adopted a century or more 


| ago. Under this system we wou have a 


universal coinage. Each coin weuld express 
on one side its national character and on the 
other its universal character. On the ob- 
verse of the coin would appear the arms, 
insignia, and legend of the nation that is- 
sued it, and on the reverse would appear 
the simple story of its weight told in the 
universal languege of the metric system. 
In this system there would be no silver 
question, and Bryan’s occupation would be 
gone. All the jargon about 16 to 1, keeping 
up the ratio, and maintaining the parity 
would disappear. All the superstition and 
embarrassment that have surrounded the 
use of arbitrary and symbolic names, such 
as guinea, dollar, etc., for describing the 
given weight of a certain metal, and all un- 
certainty as to what these symbplic names 
mean would disappear, and our money sys- 
tem would be founded, as it should be, upon 
eternal truth and mathematical accuracy. 
With such @ money system our currency

BENJ. HARRISON ON LINCOLN. 


President Estimates the Character 
rT and Service of the Martyred 
Leader. | 


In introducing 
Harrison the toastmaster said: | 


* Ten years ago tonight the Marquette club 


had as its guest of honor a statesman and 
soldier who « short time thereafter received 
the nomination for and was elected to the 
highest office within the gift of the nation. 
We are again honored tonight by his pres- 
ence, and I know I voice the sentiments of 
every one present when I say * Welcome!’ 
The distinguished gentleman will respond 
to the toast ‘Abraham Lincoln,’ and it af- 
fords me honor and pleasure to present to 
you the Hon, Benjamin Harrison, ex-Presi- 
dent of the United States.” 

Mr. Harrison spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: A few 
weeks ago, when the pressure of other en- 
gagements made it apparent that it would 


be impossible for me to make any prepara- 
tion suitable to the dignity of this occasion, 
I withdrew a previous acceptance of the in- 
vitation of the elub, But the committee, 
with quite an undue sense of the impor- 
tance of my presence, arranged to facilitate 
my coming and going, and promised for 
themselves, and so far as they were able for 
you, if I would come to be content with but 
a few words from me tonight. | 

* The observance of the birthday of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, which has become now so 
widely established, either by ‘public law or 
by general custom, will more and more force 
the orators of these occasioneg to depart from 
the line of biography and incident and eu- 
logy, and to assume the duty of applying to 
pending public questions the principles illus- 
trated in the life and taught in the public 
utterances of the man whose birth we,com- 
memorate. 
“And, after all, we may be syre that that 


great, simple-hearted patriot would have. 


wished it so. Fiattery did not soothe the 
Hiving ear of Lincoln. He was not unap- 
preciative of friendship, not without ambi- 
tlon to be esteemed; but the overmastering 
and dominant thought of his life was to be 

to his country and to his countrymen, 


Harrison Meets Lincoln. | 
“TI saw Mr. Lincoln but once. As the 


time approached when he was to take up 


the always stupendous work of the Presi- 
dency, under conditions not only trying but 
appalling, , not unwisely, entered upon 
his journey to the capital with such leisure 
as to enable him at many places to meet 
and to address his fellow-citizens. 

“He spent a night at Indianapolis. The 


arrival of his train was greeted by many 


thousands of those who had supported 
hig candidacy. They welcomed him with 
h , a8 if they would give him token of 
their purpose to stand by the results deciared 
at the polls. Yet it seemed to me hardly 
to pe a glad crowd and he not to be a glad 
man. There was no sense of culpability, 
either in their hearts or in his; no faltering; 
no disposition to turn back; but the hour 
was shadowed with forebodings. There were 
portents. Men did not shrink; but there 
was that vague sense of apprehension, that 
unlocated expectancy of ev]! which fills the 
air and disturbs the beasts of the field when 
the unclouded sun is slowly extinguished, 
When the column is once started in the 
charge there are cheers; but there is a mo- 


ment when, standing at attention, silence | 


is king. 

“ Before us stood our chosen leader, the 
man who was"to be our pilot through seas 
more stormy and through channels more 
perilous than ever the ol@ ship went before, 
He had piloted’ the lumbering flatboat on 
our Western streams, but he was now to 
take the helm of'the great ship. His exper- 
fence in public office had been brief and not 
conspicuous. He had no general acquaint-

MASQUERADE 


This Is His Reply When Asked About 
Entering the Presidential Race 
Again—W, J. Calhoun Denies That 
He Has Been Offered Morrison's 
Place on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission—Discusses the De Lome 
Incident. | 


Ex-President Benjamin Harrison, . who 
delivered the oration on “ Iyincoin” at the 
Marquette club banquet last night, arrived 
in the city at 5:30 o'clock, accompanied by 
his secretary, Frank Tibbetts.

Depew Praises the Republicans. 

President Depew called for order shortly 
after 9 o'clock, and after a few remarks, 
in which he referred to Theodore Roosevelt 
as “the cyclonic Dutchman” and to Mr. 
Beveridge as ‘‘a young orator of the 
West, from the home of one of the brain- 
jest, ablest, and best equipped Presidents 
we ever had,” said in part: 

‘* Thank heaven, the clear and superb ut- 
terance of President McKinley at the man- 
ufacturers’ banquet two weeks ago and 
the impregnable front of the Republican 
members of the House of Representatives 
have cleared the atmosphere. Those two 
things have done much for national credit 
and Republican hope. Now the Representa- 
tives must take one side or the other. The 
‘Good Lord and Good Devil’ period has 
passed. 

“It has been the glory of the Republican 
party, as distinguished from the Demo- 
cratic party, that its principles and its poli- 
cies were national. The Democratic party 
might be free trade in a free trade State, and 
protectionist in a protection State, and 
sound money in a sound money State. and 
fiat money in a flat money State, and for 
free silver In a free silver commonwealth, 
but the Republican, whether of the North 
or South, or whether of the East or West, 
belonged to one party, which stood upon one 
platform, and had only cne kind of princi- 
ples for every iatitude and longitude.

Roosevelt Speaks for the Navy. ‘ 


Among other things Mr. Roosevelt said: 

* When I speak of the United States navy 
I do not merely have to make a mere party 
speech, for when we reach the water line 
we get beyond the domain of party. In 
preparing to face a foreign foe all Americans 
should stand alike. 

“Fifteen years ago we had no standing 
whatever among naval nations. Now our 
navy has been built up until it can fairly 
claim to be about a tie with that of Germany 
for tifth place. It is as yet by no means as 
large as it should be, and to lie supine and 
let other nations pass us when we have made 
so good a start would be one of those blun- 
ders which are worse than crimes. In the 
fate of China today the shrill advocates of 
unintelligent peacefulness should see a grim 
object lesson especially fitted to teach them 
if they are capable of learning, that unless 
we are prepared some day to share this fate 
(and long before that day to suffer humil'a- 
tion and insult which would make every high 
minded American hang his head with shame 
and for which no business prosperity could 
atone) we must be ready in time of need. to 
do as our forefathers have always done, and 
show that we are ready and able to appeal to 
the ultimate arbitrament of the sword. Un- 
less we are false to every tradition of the 
American foreign policy we must continue to 
uphold the Monroe doctrine, but it would be 
better to surrender the Monroe doctrine out- 
right than to discredit ourselves and make 
ourselves the laughing stock of the world by 
loud lip-loyalty to it, while we nevertheless 
decline to take any step which would make 
good our pretensions. 


. Talk Most, Do Least. 

“The worst offenders against the honor 
and dignity of América in foreign affairs 
are those who loudly proclaim a desire to 
entangle us in foreign Cifficulties, but who 


‘refuse to help make ready the forees by 


that the annexation of the Hawaiian Is!ands 
even with their own consent and with the 
consent of the whole world would mark a 
new departure in national policy fraught 
with indefinite trouble and disaster, They 
admit—for it is admitted by all—that in no 
event can the United States permit any 
other great er to control these isiands. 
Even now the opponents of annexation in 
the Senate have introduced a resolution de- 
claring that the exercise of control over the 
Hawaiian Islands by any other government 
would be deemed an act unfriendly to the 
United States. This is a declaration that 
those islands belong to this. continent and 
that their possession by a foreign pcwer 
would be dangerous to our peace and safety. 
If this be true, and if the island repuniic is 
not powerful enough to maintain itself 
against foreign aggression—as it cleariy is 
not—we must either annex it or guarantee 
its independence. If we are not prepared 
to do this we must abandon the Monroe doc- 
trine as applied to the islands of the sea. 

“Again, it fs said that the annexation 
of the Hawalian Islands would be the be- 
ginning of a general scheme of coloniza- 
tion. This is the old cry that the nation 
cannot trust itself. This cry of distress 
is a false and traitorous cry; it is slander 
upon the most peaceful and conservative 
nation knoWn to history. 

“ Again, consider the present situation 
in Cuba. Here is one of the richest and 
most fertile islands in the world, lying 
at our very door, the key to the Caribbean 
Seg, the Gulf of Mexico, and the Isthmus 
of Panama. We long since proclaimed to 
the world that mo nation other than Spain 
should be permitted to obtain control of 
Cuba. For three years its people have been 
engaged in a struggle to achieve their in- 
dependence. The story of their sufferings 
has shocked humonity, but in spite of our 
deep interest In the prosperity of Cuba and 
our sympathy for its struggling patriots we 
have adhered faithfully to our interna- 
tional obligations and have rigorously ab- 
stained from intervention. 4 

““ May God speed the ddy when peace, with 
liberty, shall gladden the hearts of that 
brave and long suffering people. 

“ There fs one other measure of vital mo- 
ment to the future prosperity and safety 
of this nation which should be undertaken 
before the close of the present century, and 
that is the constructi#n of the Nicaraguan 
Canal. The vast consequences to this na- 
tion that hang wpon its successful accom- 
plishment cannot be overestimated. The 
canal should be built and eontrolled by the 
United States alone. The annexation of the 
Hawallan Islands and the beginning of the 
Nicaraguan Canal should crown our achieve- 
ments in the present cefitury.”’ 

The Abraham Lincoln club held a banquet 
at the United States Hotel tonight. Senator 
John L. Wilson of Wasnington was the first 
speaker, and paid tribute to the class of 
politics exemplified in Lincoln, who was, he 
said, partisan and patriotic. The speaker 
alluded to the Teller resolution recently 
passed by the Senate and said: 

“As for myself, I will not vote to debase 
or dishonor the credit or currency of my 


country.”’ 


HARVARD PAYS A_ TRIBUTE. 


President Eliot Takes Lincoln’s Life as 
a Text for a Talk to Stu- 
dents. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—Har- 
vard today inaugurated a simple memorial 
service in honor of Abraham Lincoln's birth- 
day. The prayer was conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. George J. Harris of Andover. He spoke 
of the deep religious faith of Lincoln, which, 
without pretense or cant, was humble, sin- 
cere, and reverent, 

President Eliot followed and made an 
earnest and effective speech on the lessons 
to be learned from Lincoln's life. He said 
in part: “ The life of Lincoln has some les- 
sons, I think, for our large, heterogenous 
collegiate society of students seeking an 
education to prepare for the heavy services 
of after life. Washington came from one 
extreme in American soctety; Lincoln from 
the somewhat rough and coarsé, but the 
inner man wes always fine and noble. Here, 
in our heterogenous society, rich and poor, 
may we no: learn something from these two 
extremes. From these two and from all 
the types between may spring the noblest 
types. Again, we should be warned by the 
example of Lincoln against any narrow def- 
inition of education, Lincoln had no edu- 
cation in the sense in which that term is 
used today, yet he became the master of the 
finest English. His Gettysburg speech is 
absolutely of unsurpassed elegance, sim- 
plicity, force, and purity. 

“ Education is not the study of any one 
subject, Greek, Latin, philosophy, history. 
It may include all these things, but they are 
not essential to education. 
coln get out of early training? Application, 
good judgment, resolution, intelligent pro- 
ductiveness. Education is not a process of 
absorption only. Lincoln soaked his mem- 
ory, his whole being, with the very bes* 
forms of English speech, saturated with the 
Bible and with Shakspeare. This was the 
source of his power in speech and in writing. 
He no sooner gained something than he gave 
it out. Let us all remember that we can 
never secure serviceable training without 
giving out like Lincoln. — 

“He won undying fame, yet his life work 
was in the very darkest period of American 
history. He worked through the greatest 
catastrophe of American life. His name 1s 
associated with the darkest, dreariest period 
of our country: I think his fame is become 
immortal because he associated himself with 
the cause eof human liberty and human unity. 
In the great struggle he was on that side. 
He was right in his judgment as to the side 
which was really contending for liberty. 
Many of you are dreaming of such fame. 
What is the road to such blessed fame? It 
is this: Associate yourselves in your life 
with this blessed cause of human liberty and 
human unity.”’ |

Until the receipt of the cablegram tonight 
nothing had been heard by the State depart- 
ment from Madrid sincé Minister Woodford 
announced the acceptance of Minister de 
Lome’s resignation, and the brevity of the 
dispatch is taken to be an indication that it 
contains nothing of particularly serigus im- 
port. 


SIGSBEE AND HAVANA OFFICIALS 


Exchange of Courtesies Between the 
American Commander and Rep- 
resentatives Spain. 


Havana, Feb. 12.—Captain Sigsbee of the 
American warship Maine paid a visit today 
to Sefior Galvez, President of the Council of 
Secretaries, and Dr. Congosto, the Secre- 
tary General of Cuba. Sefior Galvez, ac- 
companied by Sefiors Govin and Rodriguez, 
respectively Secretary of the Interior and 
Secretary of Commerce, later in the day 
returned the visit, a salute being fired from 
the Cabana fortress as the party went on 
board of the Maine. 
Sefior Galvez expressed to Captain Sigsbee 
his thanks for the pleasant reception ac- 
corded him and his admiration for the order 
and cleanliness maintained on the ship.

Madrid, Feb. 11, via Biarritz, Feb. Z— 
{[Copyright, 1898, by W. R. Hearst.]—Boy- 
cotting by the Madrid high classes of Gen- 
eral Woodford and officials of the American 
Legation in general has grown with the re- 
cent strained relations between Spain and 
the United States. 

The Marchioness who, at a banquet given 
by the Argentine Minister, Sefior Quesada, 
gave a toast for the country and Cuba, is 
rec@iving a large number of cards and let-— 
ters of congratulation, chiefly from officers 
of the army. The most expressive of these 
congratulations is that of General Weyler, 
who, however, does not know personally 
the Marchioness. 

It is also said in high society circles that 
on one of the representatives of a great 
foreign power issuing invitations two days 
affo for a banquet and on its being known 
that as a matter of course the American 
representative would be invited, most of 
the people who are not bound by official duty 
to attend such banquets declined politely to 
accept the invitation. 

As I announced some time ago it is a reg- 
ular case of boycott, not against the person 
of General Woodford, but against the suc- 
cessor of Mr. Taylor. 

The second set of proceedings against 
Weyler have been suspended until the Cortes 
meets and the Senate gives its authorization | 
for prosecution. Meanwhile Weyler is free 
to go anywhere he likes. 


De Lome’s Successor. 

The news that Silvela might succeed De 
Lome is complefely absurd. If a regular 
diplomat is named he will be Sefior Polo de 
Bernabe, who served in Washington under 
his father, Vice Admiral Polo de Bernabe, 
who was Minister in Washington in 1873. 
Polo de Bernabe Jr. was promoted to Third 
Secretary in Washington, and continued 
there while Marquis de Vellamantiila was 
Minister, dufing the last Cuban war. He 
has, therefore, lots of experience regarding 
American character. He is a son-in-law of 
Sefior Mendez Vigo, Minister in Washington 
during part of Grant’s Presidency, and now 
Ambassador in Vienna. 

If not a diplomat by career but a political 
man is appointed Minister in Washington he 
will be Sefior Abarzuza, who was Ambassa- 
dor in Paris during the Spanish republic, 
and Minister of Colonies during the last Sa- 
gasta Cabinet. He knows English, and isa 
great friend of Castelar. | 

Silvela is with Pidal leader of the new and 
real Conservative party. If he becomes any- 
thing he will be Premier when the Liberal 
party ceases to be In power. His opin‘on on 
current affairs is as follows, as stated in an 
informal conversation: “ The best means to 
save all will be to risk all.

NEW OFFER TO THE CUBANS. 


Autonomist Leaders Decide on More 
Liberal Terms forthe Sakeof 
Ending the War. | 


Havana, Feb. 12.—[Via Key West.]—The 
Radical wing of the Autonomist party, 
formed of Sefiors Eligo Giberga Arturo 
, Amblard, Leopolde Sola, Carlos Font, Miguei 
Genor, Eduardo Dolz, and others, assembled 
in sectet meeting today to discuss the situa- 
tion, which is considered serious, owing to 
the continuance of the insurrection despite 
the fact that autonomy has been granted to 
Cuba. 

It was resolved to open negotiations with 
the insurgents in the belief that the revolu- 
‘tion could not be suppressed by force of 
arms. Anticipating that the insurgents 
-would not accept the new terms, it. was re- 
solved that the colonial government would 
open negotiations, thus saving the Madrid 
government from the responsibility.

Fifth—Cuba will make her own treaties 
without interference by the Madrid govern- 
ment. ty 

Sixth—Spanish products will have only a 
1 per cent margin of protection over siro‘lar 
products from other countries. | 

Seventh—Ng@ exiles or deportations will be 


Eighth—Death sentences for re shal 
Ninth—Martial law cannot be ordered by 
the Captain General without the assent of 
both the House and Senate, if those bodies 
are in session, or-.without the assent 6f a 
majority of the Cabinet if they are not in 
session. 
Tenth—The Archbishop of Santiago de 
Cuba shall always be a native Cuban. — 
Eleventh—The actual insurgent 
shall have three seats in the first Cabinet. 
Twelfth—An armistice of fiftcen days shall 
be granted for the discussion of the terms of 
peace.

Springfield, Feb, 12.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today observed Lincoln's 
birthday by sustaining the demurrer to the 
petition filed in the Alton school case. This 
is practically a victory for the colored citt- 
zens of Alton, whé want to send their chil- 
dren to the public Schools there. aes 

The case was brought under the title of 
the People on relation of Scott Bibb against 
the Mayor and City of Alton, and was 
brought by Bibb to compel the School board 
of Alton to admit two of his children to the 
Washington School at that city, A writ uf 
mandamus was prayed from the Supreme 
Court, a demurrer was filed by the attor- 
neys for the City of Alton, and a replica- 
tion to the demurrer was made by the coun- 
sel for the colored people. General Palmer 
will now ask the Supreme Court to grant a 
peremptory writ. compelling the School 
board to allow thé Bibb children to attend 
the Washington School. | 

The Board of Education at Alton,.aided 
by an ordinance passed by the City Council 
and signed by the Mayor, erected two public 
school buildings and ofdered that all col- 
ored children should attend them. They 
claim that the schools were crowded and 
that it was the desire of the board to pro- 
vide separate schools for colored and white 
children by reason of an ordinance of the 
City Council. The colored citizens set up 
the plea that this was discrimination and a | 
violation of the civil rights law. 

Chief Justice, Jesse J. Phillips, who ren- 
dered the decision of the court, dissented. 
Ue said that there were twelve special 
causes of demurrer assigned and that he 
believed that a number of the causes were 
defective, but that it was the opinion of a

W.J. BRYAN PLANS A NEW PARTY. 


In a Signed Article the Defeated Silver 
Leader Urges an Entirely New 
Organization for 1900. 


New York, Feb. 12.—[Special.J—In a 
signed article in the Journal William J. 
Bryan outlines plans for a new party to 
control the next national House of Repre- 
sentatives. Mr. Bryan says that cotipera- 
tion among Democrats, Populists, and some 
Republicans was secured in 1896 and con- 
tinues: | 

“The question now arises, should these 
three political organizations act together 
in the Congressional campaign of 18087 I 
answer without hesitation, ‘ Yes.’ Those 
who answer ‘No* must assume the burden 
of proving first that codperation was unwise 
in 1896; or, second, that conditions have 
so changed as to make unwise now what 
was wise then. The defeat that befell the 
allied forces does not prove codpefation at 
that time to have been unwise wnless it 
can be shown that some oné party would 
have been more successful than the three 
combined. | 

“If the Democrats, Populists, and silver 
Republicans were agreed upon but one ques- 
tion that question might be important 
enough to justify codperation, but those who 
advocate the union of the principal reform 
forces against the common enemy can point 
not to one, but to a number of reforms which 
are Cemanded with equal emphasis by 
Democrats, Populists, and silver Repub- 
publicans: 

“‘First—They are unalterably opposed to 
gold monometallism. 

* Second—They demand the immediate 
restoration of bimetallism at the present 
ratio by the independent action of this coun- 


try. 

** Third--They oppose the retirement of the 
greenbacks. 

* Fourth—They oppose the issue of paper 
money by national banks.

Booked for Larceny. 


NEW CHARGE IS FOUND. 


Alleged Plan to Rob the Hoxie 
_ Home May Be Dropped. 


HIS ARREST IS REMARKABLE 


The case of Mead W. Nicholson, the young 
man whom Detective Dodd of the Central 
Detail arrested and charged with plotting 
to rob the home of Mrs. John R. Hoxie, 4440 
Michigan avenue, is a peculiar one. Dodd 
arrested the young man at Hubbard court 
and Michigan avenue, four or five miles away 
from the house, a plan of which, the astute 
detective alleges, was found in his posses- 
sion. When Chief of Détectives Colleran 
learned of the circumstances yesterday 
morning he was indignant, and declared that 
Nicholson would be released and Dodd wo ld 
be cited before the trial board for his™n- 
discretion. He experienced a change «of 
heart after he had been interviewed by rep- 
resentatives of the two morning papers 
which had published a story reflecting se- 
verely upon Nicholson, and at 2:45 o'clock in 
the afternoon Nicholson was booked and 
sent to the Harrison Street Police Station. 

The charges on which he was finally 
booked were entirely different from the 
Hoxie charge. Thé claim against him now 
is the attempted burglary of the lodging- 
house of Mrs. Teresa Uhrich, - og Madi- 
son street, and disorderly conduct. 

Mrs. Uhrich said last night that she had 
not identified Nicholson. “ The detectives, 
she said, “‘ called during the evening and 
told me not to say anything about the bur- 
giary until after I had seen Nicholson. Iam 
to go over to the Central Station tomorrow 
morning and see “yee then I will be at 

berty to talk about the case.” 
burglary with which Nich- 
oison is charged occurred three weeks ago. 
A raincoat was the only article missing, ac- 
cording to the story told by the other in- 
mates of the house. So far as could be 
learned Nicholson is not known in the neigh- 
borhood. Why his name is attached to such 
a charge no one could or would explain. 

There was an impression around police 
headquarters that Nicholson was booked in 
order to let the people who had accused him 
of half the crimes in the calendar Cccwn 
easy. This Captain Colleran denied last 
evening. 

“TI run my office without consulting any 
one,” he declared. ‘“‘The man has been 
booked on two charges of larceny and a 
charge of attempted burglary. I have care- 
fully investigated his case and find him un- 
reliable. A padlock such as is used in the 
padlock game was found onhim. He makes 
only a weak explanation of why he had 
that house plan in his possession, saying 
something about his family intendir.g to 
build a house. He is a runaway, and a friend 
of Mrs. Hoxie told me today his folks cvuld 
not build anything.

Burden of the War Tax. 


The Liberals will be forced to attach less 
importance to home rule and to concencrate 
— energies upon policies which will ap- 
these issues may be the reduction of the in- 
come tax to a peace level. The burdens of 
war taxation now fall heavily upon these 
classes, and what should be a reserve for a 
critical emergency is exhausted in time of

failures aroad and jmperial responsibilities 
increased without practical advantage. The 
Irish debate under Mr. Red:nond’s leader- 
ship may clear the air and legve the Liberals 
free to adopt policies in the direction or re- 
ducing war expenses in time oT peace. 


Houses for Working Classes. 


The most noteworthy incident of the 
municipal campaign this week is the inter- 
vention of Lord Rowton with proofs that 
the housing of the working classes is not 
prudently managed by the County Council. 
He shows that the Council expended £500,- 
000 in housing 6,000 persons, whereas the 
Rowton trust provided for 7,327 persons at 
a cost of £310,384. The Rowton houses, which 
are similar to the Mills houses in New York, 
have proved that clean and pleasant lodg- 
ings, with many comforts of club life, can 
beeprovided for poor men at a low cost, yet 
the enterprise can also be made self- 
sustaining, with a low margin of 
profit for shareholders. The Rowton 
trust has purchased sites for its five houses 
more cheaply in the open market than it 
could obtain the ground clear. by the 
County Council, and its building operations 
are more economically managed than those 
conducted by the municipality. 


City Ownership of Tramways. 

Sir Bosdin Leech has vindicated the policy 
of tramway municipalization in an exhaus- 
tive paper read before the Statistical society 
of Manchester, where the City Council has 
decided to adopt electric traction and to op- 
erate all tram lines after 1901. The principle 
of the municipal operation of tramways is 
mow regarded by reformers as on a level with 
corporation ownership of water, gas, and 
electric supplies. It has proved a successful 
experimerit wherever it has been tried. 

A great impression was produced by the 
paper by Mr. Philip Dawson on electric rail- 
ways read before the Institution of Mechani- 
cal Engineers. He contrasted the mileage 
of electric railways in the United States and 
the United Kingdom, the figures being 12,583 
against 167, and explained that private en- 
terprise was not restricted in the one coun- 
try by legislation, whereas It is paralyzed in 
the other. Municipal councils are finding 
‘out they are behind the times and are rush- 
ing to electric traction With overhead wires, 
whereas they might easily get a better sys- 
tem by sending experts to Buda-Pesth. 


New Copyright Bill. 


The new copyright bill, which will receive 
the strong support of the literary class, 
aims, among other things, to dispense with 
the copyright performances of new plays 


} with entrance fees of several guineas, the 


parts being read by amateurs and supers. 
The new regulations for the registry of the 
title will dispense with this burlesque, and 
save authors and managers much unneces- 
sary annoyance. Another reform which is 
suggested in the amendment to the address 
relates to the law against usury. The Isle 
of Man is the only section of the United 
Kingdom where money-lenders are prevent- 
ed from extorting money and compelled to 
satisfy themselves with 6 per cent Interest. 
Royal commissions have reported on the 
subject time and again, and a select com- 
mittee has recently conducted a long in- 
quiry, but the sensational cases in court 
have attracted more attention than these 
formal investigations, and opened the way 
for legislation.

Signs of an Upheaval. |

and the law of evidence of former centuries 
were, owing to the public exigencies of those 
days, left intact by the revolution of 1789 and 
were retained by the civil and military codes 
ef the directory and the empires. Their 
eradication is now begun by the principles 
at issue inthe Zolatrial. This eradication is 
certain to be ultimately accomplished, but, 
unhappily, it is @wubtful whether this sur- 
gical operation, absolutely necessary for the 
life of the French republican constitution, 
can be performed without social disorders 
and even bloodshed.” |

Salisbury Hesitates to Do 


Anything Radical. 


LIVES LIKE A RECLUSE. 


Von Buelow Looked To as Eu- 
rope’s Coming Man. 


BELIEF IN FAIR ‘TRADING.

World.}]—Lord Salisbury is an old man, in- 
tensely domestic, and much affected by the 
painful indisposition of his wife. He is in- 
fuenced by a Conservative dread of change 
which leads him to compromise with his 
enemies rather than face the possibility of 
war. His party once hated Gladstone be- 
cause it regarded him as for peace at any 
price. But under no Gledstonian administra- 
tion has a government lost so much in the 
face of Russia, France, and Germany as un- 
der that of Salisbury. He has little inter- 
course with his colleagues and practically is 
aes independent of the monetary sentiment 
as is William II. He !solates himself in his 
palace of Hatfield whenever possible, and 
only his private secretaries know his mind 
there. 

The windows look out upon the tombs of his 
Hlustrious ancestcr, the great Prime Minis- 
ter of Queen Elizabeth. Think how much 
was done by Cecil with very smail means 
and contrast them with the resources of 
modern England. 

The new German Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Von Biilow, is looked upon by Con- 
servative and Liberals alike as the coming 
man in European affairs. Dr. Barth, who 
has consistently opposed German coloniza- 
tion in tropical Africa, now gives the govern- 
ment his support where the outlook for 
commerce is promising, but he warns the 
people that they must move in the spirit of 
fair competition with Engiand and the rest 
of the world and not seck monopoly after the 
fashion of France and Russia. 

In contrast to the German Emperor’s vig- 
orous foreign policy is Lord Salisbury’s hes- 
itancy. Sagmething, however, is brewing, for 
public sentiment inevitably will compel the 
English government to take a final stand on 
some one point. 

England’s Coming Man in Africa. 

Major Lugard, who gave England her em- 
pire in Uganda and since ther has been 
buried in southwest Africa, is one of the 
ablest soldiers and organizers in the Engiish 
service. His eyes are deep set and piercing. 
He is spare, inured to hardship, gentle in 
manner, but with abundant courage and de- 
termination. For some weeks past he has 
been silently superintending large censign- 
ments of officers’ stores and ammunition to 
west Africa, all destined for points where the 
French forces have encroached upon spheres 
concedéd to England by treaty. 

If it is true that Lord Salisbury fears to 
meet Russia and France in the China seas 
he may determine to reserve that question 
yntil the upper Niger is cleared up. 

The fact that Major Ligard himstif takes 
charge of the west African forces proves 
that England is there not to talk merely. 
The famous French explorer and soldier, 
Colonel Montiel, has a high regard for Lu- 
gard, as have all who know him and his 
work. Under him England should win back 
on the Niger what she has lost at Kiao 
Chou and in the Transvaal. 


Kruger’s Election No Surprise. 


The election of Paul Kruger was no sur- 
prise to me, knowing the extreme bitterness 
created among Transvaal Boers by Mr. 
Chamberlain’s behavior since the Jameson 
raid. No middle course can pacify the 
Boers. They must either be overawed by a 
force of 50,000 regulars or else frankly ac- 
corded complete liberty to do as they please. 
The time will come, after K@®uger’s death, 
when all the States of South Africa will 
unite in a federal union. Then the Trans- 
vaal will be compelled by her neighbors to 
accord equal rights on fair terms to the citi- 
zens of other parts of Africa. This is the talk 
of far-sighted Africanders today, but the 
main obstacle lies not so much in the Trans- 
vaal as in the jealousy between Natal and

Germany’s Recent Fruit Decree. 

From a high diplomatic authority I get 
the following opinion regarding the German 
decree forbidding American plants and 
fruits: 

“ There is more or less justice in this de- 
cree, but it all depends upon the way the 
examination of fresh fruit is conducted as 
to" whether we have another grievance or 
not. The examination may be very expen- 
sive or unnecessarily severe, in which case 
it would practically amount to prohibition.” 

This is a most moderate statement by one 
best qualified to express an opinion, For 
my part, while admiring the industry and 
honesty of German officials, I have found 
that specious scientific reasons were always 
forthcoming when it proved desirable to ex- 
clude American products. 

The late second secretary in Berlin, Mr. 
Squiers, sailed on Wednesday with his whole 
family—except a boy, who is at Eton—from 
Genoa for his new post in Pekin. He was 
just learning German when ordered to China, 
where there are 30,000 words'in the alphabet 
and where men have to begin very early to 
acquire even that much. 


Orders to German Rowers. 


Here is the official text of the German 
Emperor’s decree for the encouragement 
of rowing in schools. He orders: 

“ First—Schoolboys are to be kept sep- 
arated from the clubs of the grown up. 

*“ Second—The rowing exercises of the 


schools are to be superintended by properly 


qualified teachers and an experienced phy- 
cian. 


“ 'Third—At races publicity shall not be 
allowed. Only specially invited relations 
and friends may be present. 

*“‘ Fourth—The use of racing shells is for- 
bidden. The race course shall be limited to 
1,200 meters. 

*“ Fiftth—Only members of the two highest 
classes of the government high school shall 
take part.’’ 

The Emperor then promises assistance to 
this scheme by advancing about $9,000 for 
the benefit of Berlin.

The annual book of the Imperial German 
Yacht club shows an increase of membership 
and general prosperity largely due to the 
German Emperor.

William II., of course, is the Com- 
modore, Prince Henry, his brother, Vice 
Commodore, and among the life members 
are royal personages from Austria and

there is a striking absence of Russian, 
Danish, or Swedish members, which is in 
regretable contrast to the fraternizatidn of 
Yankees and Canadians in our American 
canoe association.

The book also includes several interesting 
accounts of cruises and a list of foreign 
yachts which visited Kiel during the sum- 
mer of 1897. Among the latter only three 
flew an American burgee—Robert Stuyve- 
sant’s Arcturus, Colonel Paine’s Eleonore, 
and Captain Palmer’s Yampa, all of them 
belonging to the New York Yacht club. The 
great majority are, of course, English. No 
doubt one reason why so few Americans took 
part was because the conditions of the Do- 
ver-Heligoland race excluded Americans.

London, Feb. 12.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.J—London society has long needed 
a great aristocratic salon presided over by 
a wealthy, talented hostess of high rank, 
in. which the immense social influence of 
Toryism might be exploited to the political 
advantage of that party. The Duchess of 
Portland was thought to be the possible 
successor of the famous grand dames of 
the past in that direction, but her husband 
hates London and rarely lives here. 

The hopes of the leaders of Toryism are 
turned now to the young Duchess of Maril- 
borough, who possesses all the material 
needful for the accomplishment of the task, 
which the Duke is strongly urging her to 
attempt, The prospect of serving his own 
political ambitions is the inspiring motive 
of his wish. The Duchess is somewhat 
distrustfyl of her ability to found such 
a salon, put she is evincing great interest 
in politicg and has made it a business re- 
cently to become acquainted with the lead- 
ing politicians On both sides. She is plan- 
ning now two great political receptions, as 
well as a series of representative political 
dinners. | 

Her chief rival is the Duchess of Devon- 
shire, who is understood to be exc ly 
jealous of the schemes attributed to the 
Marlboroughs, especially as the Whig at- 
mosphere of Devonshire House is not rel- 
ished by the old Tories, who would divide 
their allegiance readily with a salon under 
the true blue Tory auspices of the Churchill 
family. A repetition in London of the Blen- 
heim theatricals is said to be among the 
Duchess of Mariborough’s plans for the com- 
ing season. She Is looking out for a town 
mansion suitable for her ambitious enter- 
tainments. 

Lily, Duchess of Marlborough, and her 
husband, Lord William Beresford, gave a 
ball to their servants at Deepdene this 
week in celebration of the first anniversary 
of the birth of their son Master Bill. The 
infant received many handsome presents on 
that occasion. 

Queen Victoria has raised a perfect storm 
of indignation in aristocratic circles by ac- 
cording precedence over all the Duchesses 
to Princess Victor Dhuleep Singh (formerly 
Lady Anne Coventry). The Duchesses have 
been consulting as to whether or not some 
form of protest should be presented to the 
Queen, but they were unable to agree upon 
a line of action. The Queen is credited with 
issuing this order as a sop to the vanity of 
Prince Victor, who has been pressing very 
strongly that an allowance be made him 
by the British government in return for his 
families’ confiscated property and that his 
estates should be largely increased.

It is many years since a Prime Minister of 
England has met Parliament and received 
euch a greeting, one ominously cold where it 
was not openly disaffected, and from his 
own which is the majority party. Itisa 
very striking feature of this unpleasant re- 
ception that it is the Liberal Unionist pa- 
pers which try to smooth matters over and 
make the best of his account of his steward- 
ship, while it is the dyed-in-the-wool Tory 
organs which frankly proclaim their disgust. 
' As pointed out in these dispatches at the 
time of the Hicks-Beach outburst, the blame 
for Lord Salisbury and his timid and falter- 
ing policy is laid by the Tories at the door 
of the Duke of Devonshire, Chamberlain, 
Goschen, and the other Liberal Unionists in 
the Cabinet. No one suggests that, even 
without them, he would bea bold or resolute 
character, but their help enables him to com- 
mit the whole Cabinet to a vacillating and 
timorous policy, which drives his own party 


to despair. 


France Making Trouble in Chinn. 

Althouh great pains have been taken by 
both Lord Salisbury and Arthur James 
Balfour to make it appear that the minis- 
terial statements about China are full and 
comprehensive it is perfectlhy—clear that a 
good deal was kept back. mR 

I have excellent reasons for believing 
that while Russia and Germany during the 
last fortnight have been talking smooth- 
ly to England France has introduced a 
whole budget of compHcations at Pekin, 
with corresponding signs of activity in the 
south of China, which are far more threat- 
ening to British interests than any number 
of Kiao Chou or Port Arthurs could be. 
The Parliament lobbies are full of whis- 
pered rumors to this effect, but thus far 
the officials are sternly silent on the sub- 
ject. 
Lord Salisbury’s declaration that he ob- 
tained a written pledge from Russia that 
she would make Ta Lien Wan an open port 
surprised the House of Lords into a mo- 
mentary burst of applause, and his apolo- 
is as a notable achievement. pred 

Unfortunately it was remembered in the 
House of Commons by Sir Charlies Dilke 
that Salisbury was one of the negotiators 
of the treaty of Berlin, by which Russia 
made a solemn covenant to keep Batoum 
an open and unfortified port. If she broke 
this compact without an instant’s scruple 
or a dream of an apology, why should the 
dess formal pledge about Ta Lien Wan bind 
her? This question was fatal to Lord Sal- 
isbury’s argument, and by this time every- 
body is making game of it. 


Growing Feeling Against France. . 

It is impossible to ignore the fact, how- 
ever, that on this point of broken pledges 
the example of Madagascar took the deepest 
hold on the parliamentary mind, and is 
most dwelt upon in the press. In‘one sense 
this is difficult to understand, because the 
grievance is practically two years old, and 
if Engiand was going to resist the grossly 
dishonest trick by which she and America 
were defrauded of their treaty and trading 
rights in the island, the autumn of 1896 was 
obviously the time to have done it. It 
amazed observers then to see how calmly 
the British ministry swallowed this injuri- 
ous affront, but, as was explained here at 
the time, it showed how excessively loath the 
English were to allow themselves to take 
offense at the French. : 

What is most evident now is the disappear- 


for some months back that the English are 
getting profoundly angry with the conduct 
of the governing French faction, and these 
dispatches have laid a constant stress on 
the fact. I am convinced now, especially 
since the members of Parliament came to 
town and compared notes, that the indig- 
nation against the French is the strong feel-. 
ing by far the most generally shared in this 
country. There are traditional rivalries 
with Russia, of course, and much personal 
dislike for’the German Emperor, but these 
are really as nothing at the present moment 
in comparison with the popular rage at the 
French. 
In a State of Wild Disorder. 

It, of course, enormously complicates the 
situation that France herself should be in 
such a state of wild disorder. Level-headed 
people in Paris, who refused to be fright-' 
ened at the outlook three weeks ago, con- 
fess themselves alarmed now. 
of the terror of their position that every time 
Zola and his wonderful lawyer, M. Labouri, 
succeeded in’ breaking through the barriers 
set up by the Judge and score a point in 
favor of justice that the fury of the mob 
outside increases. I said before that there 
is very little difference of opinion among 
the intelligent and informed class in France 
as to the illegality of Captain Dreyfus’ con- 
viction. Such difference as there is has been 
as to whether it was worth while to upset 
the government and anger the chiefs of the 
army for the sake of setting the error right. 

Despite the gross partisanship of the 
tribunal, Zola is making out a good deal of 
a case. It seems possible its completion 
will at least compel the abstract admis- 
sion that he was justified in his libels. But 
what good will that do? It will further con- 
firm those who are already convinced, but 
will not give them what they fatally lack, 
courage to announce their conviction. As 
to the vast uninformed majority—that is 
ninety-nine of every one hundred French- 
men—their minds are hopelessly locked. 

If Zola gets off they will believe implicitly 
that Jewish money bought him off. They 
read nothing but the papers which have said 
this kind of thing every day foryears.

¢ French Depredations in Africa. 

To escape a quarre] between England and 
France has been for a long time much more 
difficult than to get into one. Fortwo years 
one band of French buccaneers after anoth- 
er has been provisioned and dispatched 
from the interior of Dahomey to occupy or 
devastate that territory recognized by the 
Berlin treaty of 1884 as the Hinterland of 
the British colony of Lagos, and take posses-

Two other British colonies, Sierra Leone 
_ and the Gold Coast, have been previously 
ruined by precisely the same tactics—that 
is to say, the French gathered an inland

and then themselves sat down and did noth- 
ing. 

At the present moment the coast popula- 
tion of French Dahomey is actually begging 
food from Lagos, so little heed does France 
pay to a colony after she getsit. The Brit- 
ish, slowly stirred to resolve that Lagos 
should not perish by this malicious monkey 
play, have been senfiing out large forces, 
‘including many regular officers and troops, 
‘beside the West India Regiment. Numerous 

battalions of matives are also being enlisted 
and drilled, till now believe the British 
have trebled the number of armed forces 
ae the French have in the disputed terri- 
tory. 

Moreover, the French expeditions are 
, Principally a few white adventurers, salar- 
fed by a colonial syndicate of politicians in 
Paris, with an undisciplined crowd of nig- 
gers, while the British have a hundred 
picked regular officers, with men well 
‘clothed, fed, and dritied.

SALISBURY IS GAINING GROUND. 


Situation in the Far East Shows That 
the Matter Has Been Well 
Handled. 


London, Feb. 12.—Although the chauvin- 
ists noisily persist in distorting the situation 
in the far East, the great majority are 
abundantly satisfied with the Marquis of 
Salisbury’s statement, and there is reason 
to believe that they will be still more grati- 
fied in no far distant future. When the 
government shall be in a position to lay 
the papers on the subject before Parliament 
it will be seen that the conduct:of the af- 
fairs has been in strict complianée with the 
principles enunciated by half a dozen Cabi- 
net Ministers. Of course, the Premier is 
not in a position to reveal the whole story, 
as there is much yet to settle, but he will 
be able to relieve all anxiety with an ex- 
plicit statement that he will allow no power 
to interfere with British treaties with China, 
which give freedom of entry to every port 
which may become open under authority 
or at the request of any power whatsoever. 

By his attitude in regard to Kiao Chou Bay 
the Marquis of Salisbury has paved the way 
for a community of political action between 


Great Britain and Germany which will not 


only produce excellent results in the far 
East, but help to assure the stability of the 
general international situation. This is al- 
ready shown by the transfer of Herr Detring, 


-the Commissioner of Chinese Customs, to the 


government service in Shan Tung Province, 
he having admittedly gone to Pekin to ander- 
mine Sir Robert Hart, the Englishman who 
has been director of the Chinese imperial 
maritime customs bince 1885. Great Brit- 
ain’s agreement with Russia will probably 
also be found to be more far-reaching than a 
written assurance that Port Arthur will bea 
free port and agreeing to the opening of 
9 Lien Wan when the railroad reaches 
ere. 

The British warships now on their way to 
China are the first-class battleship Vic- 
torious, the first-class battleship Barfleur, 
the first-class cruiser Gibraltar, and the sec- 
ond-class cruiser Bonaventure. When they 
arrive on March 5 or thereabouts Great Brit- 
ain will have a preponderance of 25,000 tons 
of warships over Russia and France com- 
bined in those waters. |

London, Feb. 12.—Prince Albert of Bel- 
gium, the nephew of King Leopold of Bel- 
gium and heir presumptive to the Belgtan 
throne, will accompany his uncle to the 
Rivier@ on board the steam yacht May- 
fiower, formerly the ptoperty of the late 
Ogden Goelet of New York, but recently pur- 
chaséd by his Majesty. 

The Prince will then start for the United 
States.

The excitement on board the 
Veendam was intense, but Captain Stenger 
and his crew managed to keep the passengers 
in some kind of discipline. After all the 
children had been taken from the Veendam 
the women were transferred to the life 
boats. Next came the men, and last of all 
the ship’s crew. Many of the women were 
S80 Overcome that they had to be picked up 
and dropped overboard into the arms of the 
life boat crew. Captain Stenger behaved 
like a hero. Not only did he direct the ef- 
forts of his officers and crew, but he person- 
ally assisted in, lowering the children and 
more timid of the women. 

“It was 4:53'a. m. when the last boat 
pulled up to the side of the St. Louis, just 
three hours and ten minutes after the first 
boat had left our ship. My boat made four 
trips and transferred ninety passengers; 
Beckwith’s made two and transferred thirty- 
six passengers; Campbell’s made two and 
also transferred thirty-six passengers; and 
the Veendam’s boats made three trips and 
carried a total of fifty passengers. 

“ The last man to leave the Veendam was 
Captain Stenger. I had to call him several 
times before he swung himself over the side 
and left the ship to its fate. By this time 
the stern of the Veendam had settled per- 
ceptibly, and*the bow was almost entirely 
clear of the water. Before leaving the Veen- 
dam Captain Stenger set fire to various parts 
of the cabin. 


Aid for the Sufferers. 


Archer Brown of this city was a passenger 
on the St. Louis. Describing the scene on 
the St. "Louis while the rescue was in prog- 
ress, he said: — 

“ Nearly all of the passengers on the St. 
Louis were in. when the news hastily 
spread that a wreck had been sighted. Then 
we crowded on deck.- We could see the 
glare of the skyrockets as they burst in 
the air, and we could hear the shrieks of 
the women on the Veendam. The excite- 
ment on board the St. Louis—that is, among 
the passengers—was intense. We cheered 
the rescuers as they pushed off for the 
Veendam. 

“It was perhaps three-quarters of an 
hour before the first life boat returned. In 
it we could see about twenty-five children, 
all huddled closely together and crying 
lustily. Officer Seagrave was doing his best 
to quiet them. 

“It was a sight worth seeing the way 
our well-dressed American women minis- 
tered to the wants of the poor, wretched 
creatures, who were hauled on board more 
dead than alive. The rescued women, after 
they had partially recovered, began to cry 
aloud for their children, and when they 
found them they cried for joy. It seemed 
to me that some of the men sniveled a bit 
about that time. When the men came 
aboard we were more in our element. We 
gave them whisky, and it did them no end 
of good. | 

‘* As the last boat hove in sight a glare 
burst out. The Veendam was on fire. The 
rescued passengers huddled together and 
set up a wail. They had nothing in the 
world except what was on their backs.” 


Some of the Rescued. 


Mendel Mandoff and David Devinishke, 
two steerage pasesngers of the Veendam, 
both hailing from Kovno Guberna, Russian 
Poland, told a joint story of what befell 
them, and added: | 
. “The crew of the Veendam were brave 
fellows. Not a man would get off until all 
of us were safe. ‘Then we were on the 8t. 
Louis and found not a soul was missing wé 
fell on our knees, some of us, and thanked 
God. We have been splendidly treated on 
this ship. We have no clothing except what 
we are wearing.” 

Chaia Nyitka, who came to this country 
with her father from Rushkovalen, Kalish 
Guberna, Russia, spoke for the women who 
were rescued. 

** We were nearly all of us sick,”’ said she, 
“ whenthecrashcame. But we became sud- 
denly well. Our sickness was frightened 
away. When we heard some of the men say- 
ing the ‘Shema’ (Jewish prayer before 
death), and others saying the Psalms, we 
thought that the end had come. When all 
the men were ordered upon the deck we fol- 
lowed, because we were afraid to stay where 
we could not see. On the decks we saw men 
at work at the pumps and we felt the vessel 
settling. We strained our eyes through the 
darkness to seé ships, but there were no 
ships. | 

“ Then great lights shot out and they said 
rockets would bring us help. For five hours 
we watched them shooting up and then drop- 
ping into the rough sea. 

“ Then in the distance we sawp a light.* At 
first we said it was another rocket, but the 
light burned steady, and it grew larger, and 
then the sailors said it was a ship. The 
rockets flew faster and the lights in the dis- 
tance grew many. Out of the darkness there 
shot a boat, and we were all saved.”’

Way to the Klondike Territory May 


Be Secured in Return—Mail Con-

‘Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—The Senate - 


Committee on Pubiic Lands spent the entire 
day in remodeling the bill granting right of 
way to highways through Alaskan territory. 
The scope of the bill has been so extended 
as to make it practically a general measure 
covering public land problems in Alaska, 
and some of the matters considered are even 
outside of public land questions. Notably so 
is a proposition looking tu the extension 
of the bonded districts for Canadian goods. 
The Canadians are asking this government 


“to extend the bonded limit up the Stikine- 


River to Granola, and an amendment has 
been proposed to the bill under consideration 
which would make the granting of this re- 
quest dependent upon .the acquiescence of 
the Canadian government in the requests of 
American citizens for right of way for rail- 

oads into the Klondike country, which 

ould connect with American steamship 


Mnes at American ports, which they have so 


far refused. | 
Another important amendment which has 
been offered is one prohibiting the manu- 
facture, importation, and sale of intoxicating 
liquors within the Territory of Alaska. The 
sense of the committee was not taken on its 
merits. . 

e Postoffice department will take no 
action on the proposals submitted in answer 
to a recent advertisement inviting bids for 
the establishment of two mail routes be- 
tween Juneau, Alaska, and the mouth of the 
Yukon, one going as far as the intersection 
ef the Tanana and the Yukon Rivers and 
the other from this point to the Yukon’s 
mouth. The former contemplated a course 
through Canadian territory, and included the 
establishment of several supply stations. . 

The decision was reached as the result of 
some representations made to the depart- 
ment by the Canadian government that it 
has already atranged for a line of stations 
for mail purposes over its own territory from 
Dawson by way of Lake Teslin, including 
a line of raflroad from Lake Teslin to the 


_Stikine River, thence along the river to the 


coast near the United States pos ce at 
Fort Wrangel. This railroad will be com- 
pleted in September, at which time the 
Canadians say they will be prepared to start 
a mail service. 

Under a postal treaty between the two 
countries each is required to carry the mails 
of the other free when passing over a por- 
tion of its territery between different 
parts of the country of origin. In the pres- 
ent case the mail would be transported from 


‘lower Alaska to Dawson and thence on to 


the boundary line without charge to the 
United States government. | 

Until some time in June the mail will be 
carried from'Juneau te Cirelé City by a 
contract already in existence. Negotiations 
are in progress between the postal depart- 
ments of the two governments for an ex- 
ehange between Dawson and Circle City, 
and later proposals will be asked for sup- 
plying a service between the latter pRace and 
the mouth of the Yukon. , H

He also 
reports that very rich quartz ledges have 
been located on Stewart River and that a 
party of twenty, headed by an experienced 
mining engineer, had just left Dawson for 
that location. He said that the strike on 
Henderson Creek was so rich as to cause 
quite a stampede to that locality.

The federation has been regarded by the 
Teachers’ club as a reform club whose sole 
work was to air professional grievances, 
while the work of the Teachers’ club, as 
listed in the National Federation of Wom- 
an‘'s clubs, to which it belongs, was purely 
literary. . 

The Federation numbers more than 500 
members, while the Teachers’ club, which 
draws its membership from principals as 
well as grade teachers, is 200 strong.

“ Section G article 2, of the Revised Stat- 
utes of Missouri! provides that no person can 
be compeélied to erect, support any place or 
system of worship, or to maintain or su 
port any priest, minister, preacher, or teach- 
er of any séct, church, creed, or denomina- 
tion of religion; but if a person shall volun- 
tarily make a contract for any such object 
he spall be held to the performance of the 
sa 


mé. 

“Thus it will be seen that the privilege 
of reading or teaching the scriptures in the 
public schools is not authorized by the State 
constitution.”’

tenance of the Police department, does not 
understand. 
The police business, as a profession, ap- 
to be the cnly industry in which con- 
centration of capital and effort does not 
decrease the cost of cperation. In this 
prosa statement there is no reflection upon 
the rank and file of the Police department. 
Let it be granted that the Chicago police- 
_ man, as a type of the modern city guardian, 
is the “ finest '’ and the bravest in the lend. 
This popular concegsion does not alter the 
fact that every General Superintendent of 
Police during the last twenty-five years has 
recommended a larger appropria- 
tion and increase of the force on the plea 
that Chicago was behind New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, St. Louis, and 
other centers of urban growth in the num- 
ber of policemen pro rata with population 
and territory covered. Such a plea was 
mads by Chief Elmer Washburn in 1872; it 
was repeated by his successors and elab- 
orated into an argument by Chief Austin J. 
Doyle in:1883, when the population of Chi- 
cago was 675,000 and the police forc®é num- 
bered 637 men, or one officer to 1,050 citizens, 
and the arrests averaged sixty to each po-

lation and George W. Hubbard was General 
Superintendent, the police force had in- 
creased to 1,255 members at a cost for the 
year of $1,475,135, and the total of arrests 
made numbered 50,432, showing either the 
comparative lessening of crime or the com- 
parative inefficiency of a larger and more 
expensive force, In 1892, under Superin- 
tendent Michael Brennan, and with relative- 
ly the same numerical force, the arrests 
numbered 96,796 and in 1893 they numbered 
89,833. In 1894, after annexation, when the 
city area had increased to 180 square miles 
and the population to 1,600,000, the police 
force comprised 3,188 men; the arrests were 
88,325 and the cost of maintaining the de- 
partment was $3,613,986. In 1895, when J. J. 
Badenoch became General Superintendent 
and the department had passed under civil 
service rules, the estimated population was 
1,700,000; the number of policemen 3,255; 
expense of maintenance,$3,421,875; and num- 
ber of arrests, $3,464, or a less average of 
results than during the preceding three 
years, although the department and the ex- 
pense of maintaining it had both largely in- 
creased and both were double what they had 
been nine years before. Superintendent Ba- 
denoch discharged 500 men and subsequent- 
ly replaced 120 of them. In 1893, when the 
arrests reached the high mark of 96,796, 
occurred the great-railroad strikes, during 
which 500 extra men were employed. In 
1896, according to the police census, the pop- 
ulation had increased to 1,850,000; the num- 
ber of men on the police force was 3,425; ex- 
pense of maintenance, $3,304,308; and num- 
ber of arrests, 96,847. At the beginning of 
last year the department comprised a force 
of 3,339 men, which by December had been 
increased to 38,592, the average number of 
policemen to guard an estimated population 
cf 1,950,000 being 3,400. The total expense 
of the department, including a deficit of 
$40,000, was $3,266,910. | 


What Captain Campbell Says. 

Captain A. F. Campbell, secretary of the 
Police department, is now preparing for the 
printer the annual report of the department 
for 1897, and this report makes possible a 
comparison of the fluctuations of the depart- 
ment, with reference to numerical strength, 
per capita of population, number of arrests, 
and cost of the same from 1882 to Dec. $l 
last. The showing is as follows:

This is one of the 
penalties of municipal greatness. Humanity 
hived together produces criminals. Cen- 
ters of wealth attract them. Bad industrial 
conditions—centralized poverty—increases 
the number of criminals. While there were 
87,187 arrests made in 1883 by 6387 policemen, 
more than 84,000 arrests were made in 1897 
by 3,400 men. The total value of the stolen 
property recovered in 1897 was $391,405, while 
in 1883 it was but $90,792. The value of the 
property belonging to the Police department 
in 1883 was $363,419. In 1897 it had increased 
to $1,250,000, or at the rate of about $90,000 
a year, which sum should be deducted from 
the apparent annual expense for salaries and 
operation. The amount of fines collected in 
1883 was $223,441, and in 1897 the amount 
was $215,794; whereas, compared with the 
number of arrests made, the sum received 
by the city from this source should 
have been about $1,191,500. The def- 
icit in fines may be attributed to the laxity 
of the police justice court system. If poe 
an 
turned over a sum sufficient to pay one-half 
of the expense of the department might be 
obtained.”’ 

Superintendent _Kipley, when his atten- 
tion was drawn to the apparent dispropor- 
tlonate cost of the department and the 
amount of work done year by year, said: 

' “ Reliable statistics prepared by the high- 
est authorities in cfiminal matters show 
that crime in cities increases in proportion 
to population more rapidly than the popu- 
lous centers increase jn the aggregate. Our 
own statistics from the precincts and dis- 
tricts show this to be the fact. Scientific 
authorities agree that criminal degeneracy 
is increasing. The police call the disease— 
if it is a disease—innate criminality, which 
breaks out sporadically and sometimes 
epidemically into overt crimes,*to be 
handled practically by the paid guardians 
of law and order. The present force is none 
too large and not unduly expensive. Two 
districts alone, the Ninth and the Eleventh, 
constantly require the services of more 
than oné@fifth of the department, but there

ber of policemen than any districts of equal 
area in any othercityin America. Yet ifthe 
police fail to catch offhand the perpetrator 
of a crime in any of these districts the cry 
of inefficiency goes up.

What Might Be Done. 


By subtracting $90,000 a year from the 
amount paid for salaries, as suggested by 
Captain Campbell, the police force would 
be reduced by about 100 men, or, adding the 
amount invested in permanent property to 
the salary account, the force might be in- 
creased by 100 men, but this increase would 
make no appreciable difference in the num- 
ber of policemen per capita of population, 
in the number of arrests, and the cost of 
making them, Besides this, a large item of 
the property expenses was for patrol wagons 
and horses, the employment of which should 
have lightened and expedited the work of 
making arrests. Looking at the figures in 
any light the discrepancy during a period of 
fourteen years in the percentage of police- 
men to population, number and cost of ar- 
rests, does not appear to be explained by 
the Police department authorities or by the 
annual reports. Granting that the various 
precincts are more thickly populated with 
criminals than ever before, there were not 

re than half a dozen great crimes com- 
mitted in 1897, in unraveling which and mak- 
ing arrests the department was put to more 
than the ordinary expense, while the arrest 
of a “ plain drunk ” cost twice as much asa 
similar arrest fourteen years ago, when 
there were fewer policemen by nearly one- 
half to the total population than the tax- 
payers are now supporting. The Chris 
Merry and the Luetgert crimes entailed 
more work and expense upon the depart- 
ment last year than any others. The ex- 
pense accruing to Cook County for the trials 
in the two cases is far greater than that 
borne by the Police department, amounting 
to about $70,000 for both. 

Attributing much of the necessity and ex- 
pense of a large police force to the increase 
of the criminal class on account of degen- 
eracy, or other causes, the fact remains that 
a larger number of police at a greater cost 
raat wif to do relatively less work than for- 
merly. 

Taking the official statements regarding 
the necessity of employing one-fifth of the 
force in the noted criminal precincts of the 
Ninth and Eleventh Districts, and conced- 
ing that crime has increased proportionately 
throughout the city, some excuse may be 
found for the conditions which appear to 
affect the work of the police force. But in 
the districts in question the department has 
had the same conditions to contend with for 
the last twenty-five years. If the criminal 
population of Ahe tough precincts has in- 
creased, the number of policemen employed 
to guard them has likewise been increased. 


society of such criminals as Chris Merry, 
but considering him simply as a typical 
“bad lot,” it may be said, as the public 
guardians declare: “ Tiere are plenty more 
like him—the Ninth District is full of them.”’ 
The police believe that if Chris Merry isa 
degenerate all crimiyals in the district are 
degenerates. This is the practical manner 
in which the police look at it. They know 
little or nothing of the science of Lombroso 
or the criticism of Nordau. They apply to 
the character of Chris Merry and like crim- 
inals only the comparison of their practical 
experience with the hoodlum and “ crook ”’ 
element, leaving the scientific analysis of 
the mental and moral makeup of the crim- | 
inal class to the metaphysicians and the- 
oretical students of cause and effect. 


Fully Five Hundred Known Criminals. 
Fellows like Chris Merry and the hoodlum 
element in general of the criminal cesspvols 
and breeding spots of the city have always 
defied the police. The department has a hist 
cf more than 500 known criminals whose 
pictures are in every rogues’ gallery in the 
country, whose records would fill many col- 
umns, and whose operations were begun in 
the ninth police district during the last twen- 
ty years. The district is bounded by Halsted . 
street, Western avenue, Van Burer. street, 
and Twenty-ninth street. It is the district 
which covers Alderman “ Johnnie” Pow- 
¢rs’ ward, the Nineteenth, and parts of the 
Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Wards. 
The district has often been divided, extend- | 
ed, and contracted, the better to surround it 
with police protection, according to the force 
the Gepartment had at hand. It is generally 
referred to as the Maxwell street district. 
Besides _Maxwel: street, it contains many 
streets made notorious by violent and tragic 
happenings, such as Tilden avenue, Laretta 
court, O’Brien street, South. Union street, 
Barber street, Henry street, Nutt court, 
Shelby court, Allport street, Gurley street, 
Sebor, Mather, Sholto, Bunker, Ewing, and 
De Koven streets. The great fire ef 1871, 
which began in the last-named street, did 
nothing toward purifying the district. Most 
of its criminal population was born and bred 
there. It has long been the recruiting 
ground for burglars, holdup men, petty 
thieves, bunko-steerers, shoplifters, confi- 
dence men, pickpockets, and cutthroats of 
every description, Captain John Wheeler, 
who is in charge of the ninth district, says: 
“Nearly all of the criminals of the dis- 
trict are recruited from the hoodlum ele- 
ment. The hoodlum is the street tough, the: 
corner loafer, the ‘can-rusher,’ and is 
either a thief and crook from infancy or 
one who by reason of innate unruly vicious- 
ness or of parental neglect or indifference 
early becomes a street arab, a nighthawk, 
and, if not a confirmed desperado at 15 or 
20 years, -he then falls in with more hard-

have had a constant fight for twenty-five 
years to repress and conquer the hoodlums 
and crooks and maintain order and safety. 
This makes the lawbreakers the natural foes 
of the podica as representatives of the only 
authority that has ever made them submit 
and if an officer is especially vigilant and 
alert they look upon him as a personal en- 
emy and ‘lay for him’ todohimup. Crim- 
inal associations and lack of parental dis- 
cipline breed defiance of police authority— 
the gregarious existence of the lower 
human animal, herding together with his 


species, unite the hoodlums and crooks in 


defiance of law and for mutual protection. 


Many of them are expert thieves; adepts 
in their business) They can pay any or- 
dinary fine; they stand by each other: they 
are always ready to give battle to the police 
and will rally fo assist each other, even 
though feuds between their own gangs di- 
vide them. All great cities appear to pro- 
duce this class of toughs and crooks. They 
are worse to deal with than border des- 
peradoes, because more treacherous, more 
numerous, and possessing a perfect knowl- 
edge of innumerable haunts in which to 
hide and receive protection after committing 
some criminal act.” 

In 1888 that part of the city now included in 
the Ninth Police District gontained a popu- 
lation of 130,000 and was guarded by 129 
policemen. During the next five years the 
population of the district increased to 195,000 
and was hedged in by 264 policemen., In 1894 
the district was enlarged by the addition of 
the Twenty-first Precinct and part of the 
Twenty-fourth, giving it a population of 
303,000 under control of 369 policemen. In 


, 1895, by changes of precincts the area of the 


district was reduced, the population being 


165,000, guarded by 206 policemen. At this 
time, as shown by the department reports, 
the Eleventh District, containing such. sec- 
tions as Goose Island, West Chicago avenue, 
West Division street, and West North ave- 
nue, and having a population of- 226,000, 
guarded by 188 policemen, was less lawless 
than the Maxwell and Morgan Street Pre- 
cinct of the Ninth District. In 1896 the 
Ninth District was restored to the same area 
it had in 1804, and became part of the Third 
Division, of which Inspector John Shea is 
the head. The district now containsa popu- 
lation of about 350,000, policed by 384 men. 
Whether Chicago’s greatest center of crime 
has more criminals than it deserves, the fact 
remains that the percentage of known 
criminals produced in the district is out of 
all proportion, as red with the num- 
tricts.

Man<« 
gin’s friends threatened vengeance upon 
him. Griffin did not dare return home, but 
took his aged wife and went to the house of 
friends in the suburbs. New Year's night 
his house was fired and burned to the ground, 
and two adjgining houses were half de- 
stroyed. The hoodlums guilty of the act o 
arson were never apprehended. One o 
* Johnnie’’ Mangin’s pals, Frank Ladusky, 
stabbed and killed William Handy, a young 
workingman, because he would not buy 
‘beer for ‘‘the gang.” Other members of 
this gang were “ Nosey Harris and August 
Freeman, who stabbed James Lawson, a for~ 
mer companion, because he had tried to re- 
form; Robert Dundon, who stabbed and 
killed Wilson Hatch; William Pitt, who was 
shot and killed by Officer Michael Kelley 
when he was attacked with knife and revol- 
ver by Pitt and a companion; John Cav- 
anaugh, the “Troy Kid,”” who shot and 
killed Officer John McCarthy; and James 
Casey, shot by Mrs. Mary McCann while he 
was attempting to break into her house.

To show the variations 
in the neighborhood, the Seventh Ward, with

representation of over 1,000—German, 12,370; 
Russians, 11,130; Irish, 5,474; Boh 
4,143. The Eighth, with a population of 
41,729, has five nationalities with a repre- 
sentation of over 1,000—Bohemians, 18,076; 
German, 7,329; Irish, 6,057: Russians, 8,521; 
Americans, 2,310. The Ninth, with a popu- 
lation of 56,369, six nationalities 
with a representation of over 1,000—Bohe- 
mians, 17,172;.German, 15,389; Irish, 7,700: 
Polish, 5,049; American, 4,893. It will thus 
be seen that in diversity of distribution the 
Nineteenth beats them all.

Their clannishness is a rock of age, 
and they are sufficient unto themselves. 
It is a curious sight to see the Hebrew signs 
here in Chicago, and to see the big-bearded 
men smoking Httle cigaretsa. There are 
times when the cigaret does not suggest the 
dude, and when one doubts if the alluring

Great Bohemian Exodus. 


Today 6,721 for the Germans and 6,184 for 
the Americans would be an overestimate, 
They are scattered and diminishing quanti- 
ties like the Bohemians and the English. 
Probably the Bohemian exodus is the most 
notable of all. The ward was once 4 great 
Bohemian stronghold. A big Bohemian hall 
is a monument of that day, but it is out of 
place as a Bohemian resort, and halis are 
wanted elsewhere to supply the needs of the 
forty or fifty thousand Bohemians farther 
west.

REMAINS A MONUMENT T 


E Waters Mission, one of the leading 
agencies of helpfulness to the Chinese 
ef Chicago, has been adopted by the 
Board of Missions of the Episcopal 
Church, and its perpetuity as a monu- 

ment to the life and seif-sacrificing deeds 
of its founder is assured. 

The change in the sponsorship for the en- 
terprise is due to the death three months 
ago of Mrs. Fannie T. Waters, the mother of 
Dr. L. C. Waters, 966 Warren avenue. For 
seven years prior to her death she had been 
earrying the financial responsibility of the 
work, which was supported by the contri- 
butions she solicited from her friends in 
various churches. Now the Episcopal Board 
of Missions has. offered to appro 
year for the support of the w 
at the same time to allow the mission to 
retain its name, “ The Waters Mission.” 

The story of the beginning and growth of | 
.the mission is the story of a woman’s patient 
devotion to a cause that many would have 
deemed hopeless. Twelve years ago last No- 
vember Mrs. Waters, who had already taught 
in Chinese missions for six years, was asked 
by the Rey. Dr. Kittridge, her pastor, why 
the Third Presbyterian Church might not 
have a Chinese mission of itsown. This gave 
her an opportunity toe unfold a plan that had 
-been maturing in her mind for years. She 
explained the advantages of having quarters 
apart from any church building, and with 
the moral and financial support of Dr. Kit- 
tridge opened the mission where it is now lo- 
cated. Five years later Dr. Kittridge left. 
the city, and since that time the burder, of 
the work has rested alone on the shoulders 


of Mrs. Waters. 


How the Work Was Begun. 


The method pursued and advocated by the 
founder of the mission was unique in the 
history of mission work. She believed the 
spirit of Christianity is helpfulness, and 
when others complained the Chinese came 
to the mission only to learn English, she 
If a knowledge of Eng- 
lish is what they want, give them that. Do 
not try at once to force upon them something 
they do not want. When they have seen 
enough of Christianity by example, perhaps 
they will want that, too.”’ 

This was the plan she followed out during 
her eighteen years of teaching. 
did she give her pupils help in learning the 
strange English tongue. She helped them in 
their business relations, and tried to save 
them from loss through ignorance of Ameri- 
can laws and customs. She ministered to 
them in sickness, and took pains that they 
should have proper medical attendance. 

On scores of occasions Mrs. Waters’ kindly 
face has been seen in Justice courts, beside 
that of some member of the race she es- 
poused as her particular wards. 
so well known to the Chinese as one who was 
always ready to help them out of difficulties 
that she was often calied upon for that pur- 
pose, and through her efforts many who of- 
fended through ignorance of the law were 
released, while others were saved from the 
persecutions of those who thought to take 
advantage of their ignorance. '

“It was generally after dinner, when 
smoking his pipe and sipping whisky and 
water, that Tennyson began to thaw and to 
take a more active part in conversation. 
People who have not known him then have 
hardly known him at all. During the day 
he was often silent and absorbed in his own 
thoughts, but in the evening he took an ac- 
tive part in the conversation of his friends. 
His pipe was almost indispensable to him, 
and I remember one time when I and several 
triends were staying at his house the ques- 
tion of tobacco turned up. I confessed that 
for years I had been a perfect slave to to- 
bacco, so that I could neither read nor write 
a line without smoking, but that at last I had 
rebelled against this slavery and had entirely 
given up tobacco.

The very same evening I 
was told he threw away his pipes and his 
tobacco out of the window of his bedroom. 
The next day he was most charming, though 
somewhat self-righteous. The second day 
he became very moody and captious; the 
third day no one knew what to do with him. 
Put after a*disturbed night I was told that he 
got out of bed in the morning, went quietly 
into the garden, picked up one of his broken 
pipes, stuffed it with the remajns of the to- 
bacco scattered about, and then, having had 
a few puffs, came to breakfast all right 
again. Nothing was eaid any more about 
giving up tobacco.”’ This is a lovely story

Browning and His Reading. 

According to Professor Miiller, the best 
place to see Browning “ was Venice, and 
I think it was there that DPsaw him for the 
last time. He was staying in one of the 
smaller~palaces with a friend, and he was 
easily persuaded to read some of his poems. 
I asked him for his poem on Andrea del 
Sarto, and his delivery was most simple 
and yet most telling. He was a far better 
reader than Tennyson. His voice was nat- 
ural, sonorous, and full of delicate shades, 
while Tennyson read in so deep a tone that 
it was like the rumbling and rolling sound 
of the sea rather than like a human voice. 
His admirers, both gentlemen and ladies, 
who thought that everything he did must be 
perfect; encouraged him in that kind of 
delivery, and while to me it seemed that 
he had smothered and murdered some of 
the poems I liked best, they sighed and 

oaned and poured out strange interjec- 
tions, meant to be indicative of rapture.”’

Svendsen’s brook is a bas-relief 
plaster cast, tinted according to the original, 
and having real pebbles and nuts in the bed 
of the stream. Clarkson’s “ At Twilight,” 
a piano being played by a girl who is said 
by some of the critical to be deficient in 
stature, is altered to show the girl partially 
emerged from a trapdoor, reaching up to 
the piano with an effort that is pitiful. 

That these caricatures are free from iIl- 
will is clearly shown in the ridiculous tmi- 
tations that the members of the club have 
made of the efforts of one another. The 
catalogue characterizes the exhibition as 
“the Salon de Refuse.” The enterprise is 
the outgrowth of a suggestion that the 
club have a strictly private “ show ” of its 
members’ pictures which were rejected from 
the current exhibition of the Chicago artists. 
From this plan to arrangements for a 
wholesale *‘ josh ’’ on the pictures that were 
accepted, as well as the “ refusées,” with 
hits at every cne’s artistic peculiarities, 
was a short step. Frank Holme and Leon- 
ard Mazzanovich have found time for an 
immense amount of preparation, and the 
amazement shown by their clubmates last 
night was proof of their success. Fancy 
the feelings of Henry Hutt upon seeing his 
beloved “ Mother and Child,” on exhibi- 
tion at the institute, catalogued as “A 
Choke,” and a picture:over his signature 
representing the mother. strangling the 
child until it is black in the face! 

Some of the humor in the catalogue may 
be lost upon those not familiar with the 
work of the men to whom the pictures are 
attributed; but, after all, the point to the 
joks is usually visible to any one at all in- 
formed upon the subject of painting. © For 
instance, it ts obvious that the man who 
is Catalogiied as a member of “ the butter- 
milk school of staining” ie one of the blue 
impressionists; one of his alleged entries 
is entitled “An Arrangement in Dark Blue 
and Light Blue.”

They 
indicate a colorist, an eccentric, and a 
searcher. While some of his methods may 
be condemned as illegitimate by punctilious 
eritfes, he 1s by no means to be considered a 
frickster in art. Even though he may over- 
load his canvases with paint and stick 
bits of metal and glass in it to heighten its 
prilliancy, the qualities of solidity in his 


by the great painter-etcher in the twenty- 
two years of his artistic career, but the col- 
lection is sufficiently large to permit one to 
gain an excellent comprehension of his 
scope. It contains all of his most famous 
works, some of them in examples which have 
been in his own and other famous collec- 
tions. Many are shown in several states. 

With his famous “Shear Mill Pond,” 
which Hamerton calls the best landscape 
etching ever produced, with a single excep- 
tion by Claude, are shown proofs of this ex- 
ception, “‘ The Bouvier,” of which he says: 
“ For technical quality of a certain kind this 
is the finest landscape etching in the world. 
Its transparency and gradation have never 
been equaled.”’ 

Hayden's ‘‘Mytton Hall,” of which two 
proofs are shown, is considered by Frederick 
Wedmore to be even superior to the “ Shear 
Mill Pond.””

EW YORK .seems to have lost its 
contempt for mere bigness. The day 
‘the first Maycr of the municipal com- 
bine known as the “Greater New 
York was inducted into office a 
wondering world was informed that the city 
had a population of 3,500,000. Not so.much 
stress was laid on the fact that it had an 
area of 307 square miles, though that was 
of necessity a part of the specifications, 
© greatness and the higher life were for- 
gotten. It was as if ages had intervened 
between the present and the time when 
Dr. Depew and others expatiated on the 
small value of added numbers and added 
acres in a city’s development. 

Yet in reality this moral collapse has 
come with frightful suddenness. When Chi- 
cago annexed 128.24 square miles of terri- 
tory in 1889 New York regarded ee el 
formance as an amusing exhibition of West- 
ern eccentricity and smiled. Its newspapers 
talked of cabbage gardens and hay fields. 
At that time the idea that this city might 
ever outetrip the Eastern metropolis in pop- 
ulation was considered too preposterous to 
= ee for an instant by the Gothamite 
mind, 

With Chicago’s World’s Fair victory a 


change of feeling was noticeable, though it 


was not acknowledged. It was evident now 
that the older city feared a loses in prestige, 
and its newspapers did everything they 
couNM to injure an international exposition 
which appealed to the pride of the whole 
country. This was hardly great in them, 
but it was at this period precisely that the 
talk of the Manhattan brand of greatness 
began to be heard in the land. Such great- 
ness, it was argued, coyld not be affected 
by & little thing like a $30,000,000 show. The 
talk received a fresh impetus at every elec- 
tion, and began to turn upon population 
as well as upon area when the figures dem- 
onstrated that Chicago was gaining in the 
one case as it had In the other. Bigness of 
any and all kinds was despised. But while 
these professions of disdain were loudest 
a movement was going forward which had 
for its object an annexation beside which 
anything that Chicago has done in that 
line is small indeed. There were a few little 
grabs to begin with, and then, as quick as 


ould he, an expansion from 65 square miles 


to SOT square miles. The result is that of 
all the cities in the world New York is to- 
day by far the biggest in territorial extent. 
Clese upon its brief and sad era of trans- 
cencentalism it has discarded greatness for 
bigness, for goodly cabbage gardens, and 
hay flelds. it has become, like Hiawatha’s 
teacher, Iagoo, the boaster, the marvelous 
story-teller.

lation with its: increase in territory, its 
claims in this respect are reckless as the 
rollicking winds, as may be shown by indis- 
putable proofs. During the last decade (be- 
tween 1880 and 1890) New York proper gained 
at the rate of 25 per cent for the ten years, 
and Brooklyn at the rate of 42 per cent. 
Should these percentages hold throughout 
the present decade old New York would have 
a population of 1,893,750 in 1900, from a start 
of 1,515,000, and Kings County, which in- 
cludes Brooklyn, a population of 1,180,960, 
from a start of 888,000, The total would be 
3,083,710. Of course it is not probable that 
the percentages will hold, and it is certain 
that the population in old New York and 
Kings County today is considerably less 
than 3,000,000. Outside these areas the 
population of the Greater New York is small. 
The estimate of a World almanac of some 
years back is 188,507, and this is based on the 
State census of 1892, which gave New York 
proper 1,801,739. As this second figure would 
indicate a gain of 19 per cent in two years, 
and as the probable gain was less than 56 per 
cent, it is fair to aseume that the first figure 
was rather liberal also and that there must 
be a shrinkage all around. 

There was never anything funnier than 
that State census of 1802. The estimates 
were so large that they practically “ys 
New York's growth for five years. 
World's own estimate of the city's popula- 
tion on the eve of consolidation was but 
1,850,000, which indicates a clear case of ar- 
rested development when it is compared with 
the census claim of 1892. Had the city added 
297,000 people every two years, on the 19 per 
cent basis, to say nothing of a progressive 

ncrease, the population of the old town in 

S07 would have been 2,554,500. That was 
too much, even for the imagination of a New 
York statistician. Besides it would have 
made it very difficult to account for Chi- 
cago, Whose registration and vote were be- 
coming uncomfortably big. Chicago's regis- 
tration at the Presidential election of 1806 
was 383,615, and the vote was 350,485. New 
York’s registration was 831,180 and its vote

HIS FAMILY HAS HELD OFFICE FOR SEVEN 


HUNDRED YEARS. 


Retirement of Bayard Stockton from the Position of Prosecutor of Pleas of Mercer County, 
N. J., Draws Attention to a Remarkable Record. 


AST week Bayard Stockton, Prosecutor 
of the Pleas of Mercer County, N. J., 
went out of office. His retirement 
marks an epoch in the history of his 
family. 

It brings to a period, temporary perhaps, a 
time of public service covering without a 
break 200 years of the history of the western 
world and 5600 in the old world. For 700 


yous ome Stockton family has had members 
office. 

In the 700 years that they have been in 
public life, says the Philadelphia Press, the 
Stocktons have produced men of marked 
ability. Whether under the crown of Eng- 
land or under the bald eagle of America it 
has been distinctively a family of public 
servants. It is probable no other one in 
America can show such a marked family 
characteristic or boast of such a continuous 
heritage of greatness. 

It has produced in the seven centuries 
crusaders, knights, a Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, Judges, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, naval and military heroes, 
United States Senators, diplomats who nave 
honors in many countries, Cabinet officers, 
CongresS§men, a State Controller, a Secre- 
tary of State, an Attorney General, and 
statesmen who have been active in national 
and State conventions for a century. 

It is not a case of spasmodic officeholding, 
but continuous in every generation fron the 
days of Richard of Princeton in direct line 
to that of Bayard Stockton, who has just 
gone out of office. 

It is the family that has produced the 
famous Richard Stockton, “the signer ’’; 
Richard Stockton, “* the Duke ”’; Bob Stock- 
ton, “the fighter”; and Jokn Stockton, 
“the eloquent.” 

The Stockton ancestors were anciently 
lords of the manor of Stockton, which they 
held under barony of Malpos. Stockton 
Manor is in the Town of Malpos, in the 


os 


County of Cheshire, England. It was orig- 
inally @ forest, inclosed by the original 
Stocktons, in feudal times; hence the name, 
consisting of two Saxon words—Stoc, a 
place, and Tun, an inclosure. They were 
the men inclosed in a certain place in the 
forest. 

The beginning of the family in America 
was Richard, who was a son of John Stock-

No 
records show whether his father ever held 
any office, for offices were hard to get in 
those days, for the political and official 
needs of the community were limited, but 
of the Princeton Richard it is said by tradi- 
tion that) he was a justice of the peace, a 

ition of no little honor and responsibility 
n those days. This began the direct line of 
officeholding that has just ended. 

John Stockton, his son, became the presid-. 
ing Judge of the Cofmmon Pleas of Somerset, 
a@ position of great honor in those days. 
Every prominent man who visited the coun- 
try esteemed it a privilege to put his feet 
under ‘“ Justice” Stockton’s mahogany. 
Even the Indians came to him for advice, 
and he was one of the early great men. His 
greatest honor in history is the fact that he 
was the father of Richard the * Signer,’’ the 
greatest of all the Stocktcns that have been 


from the days of Richard II. down the illus- 
trious line. 

Richard the “ Signer” was born with a 
golden spoon all ready for him. His father 
was rich, as rich men counted in those days, 
and Richard fell heir to no hard knocks. He 
graduated with the first class of the College 
of New Jersey in 1748. He became a great 
lawyer and turned out great law students, 


° 


The first of the line who took to diplomacy 
was Samuel William Stockton, brother of 
Richard, *‘ the Signer.”” He uated from 
Nassau Hall in 1767. In 1774 he, went to 
Europe as Secretary of the American com- 
mission to the court of Austria and Russia. 
On his return he was elected secretary of the 
convention of New Jersey to ratify the con- 
stitution of the United States in 1787.- In 
1794 he was Secretary of State of New 
Jersey. 

Richard Stockton, the eldest son of Rich- 
ard “ the Duke,”’ long before Horace Greeley 
advised young men to go West turned his 
face westward and settled in Mississippl. 
He was in the State but a short time when 
he was made.a Justice of the Supreme Court 
by the Legislature, and subsequently be- 
came the Attorney General of that State. 

The most distinguished son of Richard 
“the Duke’”’ was Fighting Bob,’’ known 
In history as Colonel Robert Field Stock- 
ton. Notwithstanding that two of nis pa- 
ternal ancestors were members of the So- 
ciety of Friends there was considerable

Commodore Stockton left three sons— 
Richard Stockton, John’ Potter Stockton, 
and General Robert Field Stockion.
